& With hairpins the hair is divided into 
even strands and twisted in and out be- 
tween the prongs of the hairpin, the 
ends holding the strands,in place. 

To use the comb method: The hair is 
dampened thoroughly with a good hair 
tonic. About ten ordinary side combs 
und an old-fashioned round comb are 
required. 

The hair should be brushed up loose- 
ly and fastened in ‘a knot on the top of 
the head;*then the combs should be put 
in carefully in an even and unbroken 
line, the bottom row pointing upward 
und the second row pointing downward, 
so that the teeth lock together and hold 
ihe hair in a puff between. 

The round comb should be used in 
making the bottom row; and it will be. 
found to fit the head comfortably and 
make an even line of wave. 

More than three rows of combs are 
unnecessary, and sometimes two will 
serve quite as well. 

A chou of tulle, the color of the hair, 
arranged at the back of the neck, is 
another effective device for making the 
hair look thick. 

One. word of caution must be given, 
however, to the maid or matron who 
acquires for herself the very smart and 
distinctive style of hair dressing de- 
manded at the present moment.

SATURN’S RINGS. 


A Scientist Tells Why They Seem at 
| Times to Disappear. 

Are the rings of the planet Saturn 
falling off, as an American astronomer: 
is said to have announced not. long 
ago? An English scieitist explains: 
“This statement goes considerably be- 
yond the truth, although it has some 
foundation in fact, but that fact is not 
very alarming. Saturn’s rings are now 
almost if not quite invisible, but there 
is nothing very surprising about this. 
The contrary would really be more 
surprising. These rings are flat annu- 
lar disks, fitting one within the other, 
with small interspaces between, the 
outermost diameter being about 168,- 
000 miles and the thickness of the 
disks about a hundred. Saturn's pe- 
riod of revolution about the sun is 
nearly thirty years, and for half this 
time the sun is shining obliquely on 
and illuminating one «‘de of the plane. 
For the other fourteen or fifteen years 
it lights up the opposite side. At the 
epochs when the sun’s light passes 
from one side to the other of the ring 
plane, only its thin edge is illuminated, 
and this is seen if at all as & fine 
bright line, and Saturn’s pings are suid 
to disappear. 

“This configuration happened on July 
26 last, Moreover, about this epoch 
the earth is sometimes north, some- 
times south of the ring plane, and if 
the earth as seen from Saturn is north 
when the sun is south we are looking 
on the unilluminated side, and for this 
reason the rings will be invisible. This 
is happening now, "The sun is south of 
the plane of the rings. On Oct. 14 the 
earth passed to the north of the same, 
and the rings, which had been seen as 
a fine line, then became invisible. Not! 
quite, however, though theoretically in- | 
visible, still they were seen in the lat- 
ter part of October as faint as reedles 
on either side of the orb of the planet, 
the suggestion being that the sun was 
shining through an interspace upon the 
edge of the second ring, and it is this 
lt up edge that ir seen. ;

MEASURING HAY. 


Rules and Their Application Under 
Some Very Varying Conditions. 


» Requests have been received from 
time to time for a rule by which to 
estimate the quantity of hay m 


stacks, the rules which have been | 


given are approximate but not ap- 
plicable with all forms of stacks or 
with all kinds of hay. Prof. . Tem 
Eyck, of the Kansas Agricultural 
College, gives a lower estimate . of 
the number of cubic feet to the ten 
He says:

“The rules for measuring hay*in § ~ 


the stack will vary according to. the 
length of time the hay has _ been 
stacked ‘and the kind and quality of 
the hay, and also according to the 
character of the stack. With alfalfa 
or prairie hay which has been 'stack- 


| ed fot thirty days it is usual to com- 


pute an eight-foot cubé, or 512 cubic 
feet, as a ton. When the hay has beem 
stacked five or six months, usually 
at 7 1-2 foot cube,:or 422 cubie feet, 


‘is calculated for a ton. In old stacks 


which have been stacked for a year 
or more a 7-foot cube, or 343 cubic 
feet, is allowed fora ton. 

“There are different methods’ of 
measuring stacks, depending upon 
the shape of the stack and also upon 
its size. For a long stack or riek the 
usual method is*‘to throw a line. over 
the stack, measuring the i ce 
over the stack from the - bottom om 
one side to the bottom on the other; 
add to this the average width of the 
stack, divide this sum by four 
(which equals one side of the square) 
and: multiply the quotient by itself 
and this product by the length of the 
stack. This will.give you the number 
of cubic feet in the stack, which may 
be divided by 512, 422, or 343 in order 
to find the number of tons. For small, 
low ricks, the rule is to subtract the 
width from the ‘over,’ divide -by two, 
multiply by the width, and multiply 
the product by the length, dividing 
the result by the mumber of cubic 
feet in aton. . 

“There is no established rule for 
measuring round stacks, but this one 
wi i the contents of a 
stack of the ordinary coni form : 
‘Find the circumference at or above 
the base of bulge at a height. that 
will average the base from there to 
the ground, find the vertical height 
of the measured circumference from 
the ground and the slant héight from 
the circumference to the top of the 
stack. Multiply the. circumference by 
itself and divide by 100 and multiply 
by eight, then multiply the result by 
the height of the base plus one-third 


of the slant height of the top.” The - 


hay in a’ round stack is necessarily 
less compact than in a rectangular 
stack, hence a greater number of feet 
should be allowed for a ton, with well 
settled hay probably 512 cubic feet,

BUSHRANGERS. 


The Most Noted of the Later Day Out+ 
laws In Australia. 

Busbrangers ‘were originally run- 
uway convicts who took to the “bush,” 
as Australians call the backwoods, 
and becaine boldup men. About the 
year 1830 the bushrangers became so 
numerous that they fought regular en- 
gagements with posses and soldiers 
sent out to capture them, and_ this 
form of crime continued sporadically 
untif within recent years. The most 
famous of. later rangers were the Kel- 
ly brothers. After many daring crimes 
and hairbreadth escapes the Kellys 
actually held up the entire village of 
Jerilderie, N. 8S. W., which had a pop- 
ulation of 200. Ned Kelly looted the 
bank of $10,000, while his three pals 
held the men of the village cooped up 
in their homes. Although there was a 
special bushranging act In force at the 
time authorizing the detention of per- 
sons supposed to be in communication 
with the outlaws, the Kellys were not 


heard of again for nearly a year, when - 


they “stuck up” the small town of 
Glonrowan,—ia—Vieteoria,-_ Here- they 
were brought to bay, and three of the 
desperadoes were shot dead in a house 
they had barricaded, while the leader, 
Ned Kelly,. was brought to the ground 
with a bullet through the legs. He 
was hanged in 1880, All four of the 
men were in the habit of wearing an 
armor made of plowsbares and weigh- 
ing almost a hundred pounds.

The latter is the. latest 
estimate and was given by Dr. B. E. 
Feinow, the recent'y appointed Dean 
of the Faculty of Forestry at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, He ‘s 
best authorities on forest subjects on 
the continent and for years was head 
of the United States’ Bureau of For- 
estry. His estimate, he thinks, “will 
cover the commercially valuable tim- 
befland area, actual ‘and potential.” 
At this estimate the forest area of 

-| Canada is “not much more than one- 
| half_of the commercial forest area of 
the United States.’ 

Mr. R.. H, Campbel', Superinten- 
dent of Forestry for the Dominion 
government, gives a rather larger es- 
timate. He calculates the forest area 
of the Dominion at about 535 million 
acres, divided as follows:
